CO he’s assistant vice-president

Is Club’s Objective. 


ND then Bill explained, It 
A seems that the cost of uni- 

forms is one of the steep 
financial hills in the path of the 
minor league club. As the Car- 
dinals have many such clubs, 
their hill is especially steep, and 
Walsingham is trying to reduce 
the grade. 

“It costs as much to outfit a 
player on a minor league club 
as it does to put a big leaguer 
on the field, ready for play,” he 
said. “That’s because the best 
uniform is the cheapest in the 
long run.” 

You can get lower-priced uni- 
forms, but they won’t stand up. 
And so we pay about the same, 
$22 for a minor league uniform. 
In the case of the Cardinals, the 
elaborate insignia increases the 
cost of the uniform to about $25. 

“Several years ago we had a 
large number of uniform shirts, 
but the pants had been worn out, 
So I ordered duck pants made 
and we used them at training 
camp, for minor league clubs. 
The duck has greater. tensile 
strength than the wool,.and there- 
fore stands up better on the 
rugged minor league playing 
fields. And so at our spring 
camps the coming year, we're 
going to experiment with uni- 
forms entirely of duck.” 

Walsingham already has run 
into one complication. When 
teams use woolen uniforms, the 
players furnish their own woolen 
undershirts. However, the duck 
unies will be too cool for every- 
day use in spring and fall in 
some leagues and the clubs there- 
fore, will consider it essential to 
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supply the players with woolen 
undershirts. 

“Before we get through, we 
may find that it will cost as much 
to use the duck, with accessories, 
as it does to pay the higher orig- 
inal price for the wool,” Wal- 
singham explained.

Ac gives each player his 
niform, including cap, shirt, 
trousers, belt and stockings. The 
player on most clubs furnishes 
his own glove, shoes, sweat socks, 
undershirts and sliding pads. 

The shoes are the most ex- 
pensive piece of equipment. They 
must be made of fine leather to 
be soft and pliable and do not 
stand up long on a muddy field. 
Most players keep an old or 
cheaper pair for use on a muddy 
field. The particular player— 
and that usually means the good 
player—always has an extra pair 
of shoes in his locker. He breaks 
them in during practice, so when 
they are needed, they'll be ready. 


Some players, however, are very 
careless about their equipment. 
We have known players to wear 
shoes that were so far gone that 
occasionally they’d come to pieces 
during a game, and the player, 
not having taken the trouble to 
have an extra pair in the locker, 
would have to borrow a shoe or 
a piece of string to finish out 
his day’s work. 

Anyhow, you ought to see that 
shiny white uniform thag Wal- 
singham had on his desk. We'd 
like to see the Cardinals togged 
out like that, either at Sports- 
man’s Park or on the Municipal 
Opera stage.

very cold winter at the beginning 
of @ rather warm summer. For 
while it is true that eventually an 
inflationary condition may be cre- 
ated, and that, therefore, the dan- 
ger must be resolutely kept in 
mind, in fact our condition today 
is not inflated. On the contrary, 
we are still very considerably de- 
flated. For a country which has 
eight or nine million unemployed, 
large agricultural surpluses, large 
surpluses of most raw materials, 
and much unused productive capac- 
ity in the consumers’ goods indus- 
tries, is still operating under a de- 
flated economy. And it is this fact 
that the economy is still so deflated 
which explains why in spite of nine 
years of deficit financing and the 
mounting national debt the general 
wholesale price level is still far 
below the inflationary level of 1929, 
and why the cost of living is so 
much lower than it was at any 
time during the '20s. 


. a * 

HIS does not mean, as some are 
T now suggesting, that the de- 

fense program can be carried 
out without sacrifice or inconve- 
nience merely by taking up the 
slack of unemployment and idle 
resources. This optimism is as 
false as the scare that we are in 
sight of a great inflation. Our real 
problem arises from the fact that 
the heaviest demands of the de- 
fense pro are concentrated 
Jargely in the durable goods indus- 
tries, where capacity cannot be ex- 
panded quickly; whereas in the 
lighter consumer goods industries 
where capacity can expand quickly 
—particularly food, clothing, fuels, 
chemicals and miscellaneous prod- 
ucts—the total demand is not equal 
to the total available supply. What 
we face, therefore, is not a general 
inflation in the whole cost of living, 
but a selective inflation in those 
industries -which are closely con- 
nected with the defense program. 
Thus, while the general price level 
is about 79 as against 95 in the year 
1929, the price level of metal prod- 
ucts and building materials is at 
about the 1929 level. 

It follows from this that for some 
time to come the controlling princi- 
ple in regard to taxes, public and 
private expenditures and  invest- 
ments is to determine priorities in 
the use of purchasing power. Our 
problem is not now the German 
problem of guns and butter, for we 
have an ample capacity to produce 
butter, and producing butter does 
not require materials or labor that 
could produce guns. But our prob- 
lem may very soon be guns or new 
models in automobiles, guns or cer- 
tain type of public works and pri- 
vate construction. For to an in- 
creasing extent the production of 
guns, tanks, airplanes, draws upon 
the same relatively limited supply 
of tools, skilled workers, engineers, 
Managers and specialized materials. 

Indeed, one might say that in 
general, there is no present need to 
reduce. the standard of living as 
measured in the prime necessaries 
of life—in fact, the standard for 
large groups of workers can and 
will be raised—but that it will be 
necessary to restrict gradually the 


industries. For if this kind of civil- 
ian consumption is not restricted, 
there will. be a boom in this sector 
of the economy and a selective in-
